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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1A14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1. 17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on January 4, 2005 has been entered. 

Correction of Inventorship 

2. 2. 73 Correction of Inventorship Under 3 7 CFR 1. 48(a), Insufficient-The request to 
correct the inventorship of this nonprovisional application under 37 CFR 1.48(a) is deficient 
because: 

It lacks the written consent of any assignee of one of the originally named inventors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented. 

4. Claims 1 through 3, 6 through 16, and 19 through 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(f) 
because the applicant did not invent the claimed subject matter. According to the correction of 
inventorship under 37 CFR 1.48(a) filed on January 4, 2005, Boris Atlas states that he (and not 
In-Kwon Jeong) is the sole inventor for the subject matter claimed by the instant application.
